The 
People's  Bi-Centennial  Commission  is 
planning  a  day  long  action  in  Washing- 
ton D.C.,  the  July  4  Coalition  is  plan- 
ning demonstrations  in  Philadelphia,  San 
Francisco  and  Los  Angeles  demanding 
independence  for  Puerto  Rico,  and  the 
officials  plan  their  parties  for  Philadel- 
phia, Washington  and  other  sites.   If 
America's  traditions  of  democratic 
interchange  and  peaceful  dissent  triumph 
over  America's  traditions  of  repressive 
violence  and  jingoism,  we  will  bring  you 
a  summary  of  the  day's  activities  begin- 
ning at  6pm  Sunday,  July  4,  and  on 
Monday,  July  5,  8-10:30pm,  we  will 
present  additional  highlights.   If,  on 
the  other  hand,  events  require  it,  we 
are  prepared  to  present  live  coverage 
at  any  time  during  the  day  of  July  4. 

Also  on  July  5,  we  present,  at  6pm,  a 
special  program  produced  by  KPFK's 
Tim  McGovern,  focusing  on  the  history 
of  the  Iroquois  Indians  and  investiga- 
ting the  Ganienkeh  settlement  in  nor- 
thern New  York  State.  This  Native 
American  Settlement  is  attempting  to 
nurture  the  spiritual  and  human  values 
nearly  destroyed  by  the  marvels  of 
"civilization."

As  is  so  often  the  case,  we  haven't  seen  Harry  and  Walter  yet,  but  we  look  forward 
to  the  fruits  of  the  collaboration  of  so  many  stellar  figures  in  the  various  aspects  of 
movie-making.   And  the  PG  rating  assures  us,  we  hope,  a  summertime  break  from 
the  violence  and  alienation  which  have  become  almost  unavoidable  in  our  screenings. 

This  frolic  features  Caan  and  Gould  as  two  tent  show  vaudevillains  who  aspire  to 
become  safecrackers.   After  meeting  the  world's  most  debonair  practitioner  of  the 
latter  profession,  (Caine,  of  course),  they  race  against  time  and  Caine  to  beat  the 
expert  to  a  big  heist.   Along  the  way,  they  team  up  with  Keaton,  a  social  reformer 
on  a  radical  newspaper. 

The  film  is  set  in  New  York  of  1892,  the  last  moments  before  New  York  became 
a  modern  city.

6:00     GANIENKEH  IN  NEW  YORK 
STATE 

Ganienkeh  means  "'Land  of  Ihnt," 
It  is  located  in  New  York's  Adirondack 
State  Park.   Ganienkeh  is  the  ancestral 
homeland  of  the  Mohawk  Nation,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  six  nation  Iroquois  Confederacy 
(the  structure  of  which  was  generously 
borrowed  for  the  U.S.  Constitution).  The 
six  nation  confederacy  says  the  land  was 
taken  away  by  the  United  States  illegally. 
On  May  I  3,  1974.  native  men,  women  and 
children  (mostly  Mohawk)  reclaimed  Gan- 
ienkeh to  establish  a  traditional  Indian 
community.  They  decided  only  to  occupy 
areas  under  government  control  and  not 
areas  that  private  citizens  have  paid  for. 
The  Indians  say  they  own  about  nine  mil- 
lion acres  but  they're  asking  tor  just  a 
portion  of  that.  Their  claim  to  the  land  is 
that  they  hold  legal  and  aboriginal  title  to 
it.   For  the  past  year-and-a-half.  the 
government  has  been  in  court  trying  to 
disprove  this  claim.   It  has  not  yet  been 
able  to  do  so.  Ganienkeh  has  also  been 
the  target  of  a  smear  campaign  and  other 
action  by  some  of  the  local  property 
owners.  Ganienkeh  has  withstood  these 
attacks  too. 

In  the  meantime,  it's  nearmg  its 
goal  of  becoming  a  self-sufficient  settle- 
ment. Crops  are  being  planted  and  harves- 
ted, livestock  is  raised  and  put  to  work  in 
the  fields,  children  are  being  taught  the 
many  aspects  of  traditional  Indian  life,  the 
community  is  being  governed  under  the 
Six  Nations'  Great  Law  of  Peace,  and  opti- 
mism for  a  successful  outcome  abounds. 

Tim  McGovern  spent  his  "vacation" 
in  Ganienkeh  and  provides  this  two-hour 
shoe  of  the  history,  heritage  and  culture 
of  the  Iroquois  Nation.

A  FEW  WORDS  ABOUT  OURSELVES 


KPFK  first  went  on  the  air  in  Los  Angeles  in  1959.    It  was  the  second  listener-sponsored 
station  organized  by  the  daring  and  community-minded  Pacifica  Foundation.    Besides 
KPFK,  today  there  are  Pacifica  stations  in  San  Francisco,  New  York  City,  Houston,  and 
Washington,  B.C.  'All  are  non-commercial  and  are  supported  almost  entirely  by  contri- 
butions from  their  listeners,  as  is  the  Pacifica  Foundation  itself. 


Through  seventeen  years  of  struggle  and  achievement,  KPFK  has  collected  more  honors 
than  any  other  radio  station  in  America.    Awards  include  the  George  Foster  Peabody, 
the  DuPont,     Ohio  State,       the  "Major"  Armstrong,  and  Sigma  Delta  Chi;  and  the 
station  has  consistently  captured  Southern  California  "Golden  Mike"  Awards. 

While  we  look  with  pride  to  KPFK's  far-reaching  service  to  the  community,  the  imaginative, 
courageous  impeachment  programming  of  KPFK  will  stand  as  a  landmark  in  radio  news 
broadcasting.    Starting  with  full  live  coverage  of  the  Ervin  Committee,  the  Impeachment  Desk, 
the  remarkable  dramatization  of  the  Transcripts  within  hours  after  they  were  released,  the 
equally  incredible  dramatization  of  United  States  vs.  Richard  Nixon  before  the  Supreme  Court 
within  hours  after  it  happened,  the  dramatization  of  the  House  Judiciary  published  reports, 
the  live  coverage  of  the  House  Judiciary  Committee,  and  finally,  the   resignation — all  were 
a  monumental  series  of    accomplishments  unmatched  by  radio  or  television  stations  or 
networks   anywhere  in  the  United  States.

In  recent  months,  KPFK  has  been  in  the  forefront 
of  federal  and  state  court  actions  seeking  to  protect 
the  freeflow  of  information  and  the  sanctity  of  the 
newsroom  from  police  state  action  by  law  enforce 
ment  authorities.     Along  with  the  other  Pacifica 
stations,  KPFK  pioneered  the  presentation  of  adult 
issues  on  the  airwaves.     Pacifica  is  currently  challen- 
ging an  FCC  ruling  that  would  seriously  restrict  that 
hard-won  freedom. 


Consistent  with  its  commitment  to  the  free  flow  of  ideas,  KI^FK,  from  the  beginning.  Initiated 
expanded  programming  to  women,  ethnic  and  third  world  Communities  of  Southern  California,  to 
air  their  problems,  their  needs,  their  demands,  and  their  strtvfing  for  economic,  political,  and  social 
justice  and  equality.    KPFK  is  committed  to  a  program  of  oLitreach  for  employment  of  staff  mem 
bers  from  the    women,  Black,  Latino,  Asian  and  Indian  communities  to  assure  the  full  representa- 
tion of  Southern  California  peoples. 

In  addition  to  pioneering  in  the  areas  of  news  and  public  affairs,  KPFK  has  been  in  the  vanguard  of 
cultural  fields.  In  the  1960's,  KPFK  was  one  of  the  few  places  one  could  hear  the  plays  of  Edward 
Albee,  the  poetry  of  Ferlinghetti  or  the  music  of  Arnold  Schoenberg.  KPFK  pioneered  the  "Musical 
Marathon,"  broadcasting  the  entire  "Ring"  cycle  by  Richard  Wagner,  all  the  Mahler  symphonies  end- 
to-end,  programming  only  recently  adopted  by  the  Music  Center  and  Hollywood  Bowl. 

Today  KPFK  brings  its  listeners,  amoog  many  outstanding  musical  events,  exclusive  broadcasts  of  the 
Boston  Symphony  and  the  Cleveland  Orchestra  and  the  Monday  Evening  Concerts  recorded  live  at 
the  County  Museum  of  Art.    We  also  broadcast  the  1975-76  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic  Season  at 
the  request  of  the  orchestra.    We  plan  to  record  and  broadcast  the  1976-77  and  future  seasons. 
We  also  broadcast  the  famous  San  Diego  Folk  Festival,  and  an  infinite  variety  of  the  finest  pro- 
gramming spanning  the  entire  music  world. 

Perhaps  KPFK's  most  consistent  achievement  has  been  its  willingness  and  ability  to  make  itself 
available  to  air  alternative  thoughts,  comments,  desires,  aspirations,  and  needs  of  all  sections  of 
the  community  covering  the  entire  political  spectrum,  the  social  spectrum,  the  cultural  spectrum,  and 
the  entertainment  spectrum  to  the  end  that  KPFK  is  genuinely  a  product  of,  and  responsible  to,  its 
listeners  throughout  the  Southern  California  area.

campaign  designed  to  attract  new  listeners  to  KPFK  and  convert  the  increased 

listenership  into  increased  financial  support.  Budgeted  $50,000 

Contingency  Fund  to  offset  cost  increases  and  other  contingencies  which 

might  arise  in  accomplishing  the  entire  Expansion  Program.  Budgeted  $20,000
